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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In regard to claim 1, the control circuit 10 of 
Pacileo meets the limitation "operable to control tha application of power from a power source to an induction heating cable" as the claim 
does not require AC or DC power. The power supply 22 clearly include rectifier or inverter for DC or AC operation, one of ordinary skill 
can determine the use of either DC or AC depending on the heating requirement. In regard to claim 20, Ohmori clearly includes an 
inductor with temperature sensor and the use of grounding capacitor with a temperature sensor for reducing noises is well known in the art 
as shown in Gipp and Muller. Only the argument regarding to claims 1 1-15 is persuasive. 
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
